Third City Opens Advance Bond Sale UJA Gets Eban Aid: 
As Washington Reports $900,000

WASHINGTON, D. C.—The third city in the United States to open its sales of Israel Independence 
Bonds reported a subscription of $900,000. 
Sale of $800,000 and $705,00 in bonds in Tulsa and Pittsburgh respectively were announced 


last week (NJP, April 20, 1951) 


The meeting here was addressed by Golda Myerson, Israel Minister of Labor and Social Secur- 


ity, U.S. Senator Hubert Hum- 
phrey (D., Minn.) and Sam Roth- 


perg of Peoria, Il. 
Like Early U.S. Struggle 
Paying a glowing tribute 
modern Israel's valiant struggle 
for freedom—which he said para- 
liels in many respects America’s 


Senator Humphrey expressed 
confidence that the proposed 
$150,000,000 U.S. grant-in-aid for 
Israel will be passed by Congress. 
He said it is becoming increas- 
ingly clear that the democratic 
nations of the world “need Israel 
as a fortress of freedom in the 
Near East...” 

The bond-drive represents an 
appeal to hard-headed business- 
men to “make a cold investment 
with a warm heart,” Golda Myer- 
son told the gathering. 

Experts Astonished 

Reviewing the spectacular 
achievements of the fledgling 
state of Israel in the agricultural 
and industrial realms—many of 
them, she observed, accomplished 
to the utter astonishment of “ex- 
perts” who said “It can’t be done” 
—the dynamic stateswoman em- 
phasized that economic and indus- 
trial leadership demands vision 
as well as close caluculation, and 
that both qualities are at the core 
of Israels epoch-making march 
ef progress. 

The new state cannot achieve 
true independence, she warned, 
“if individuals of that state have 
to be helped, through kindness, 
for no one knows how many 
years to come.” The people of 
Israel will not rest, she contin- 
ued, until economic as well as 
political independence is achieved. 

Leopold Freudberg, associate 
executive chairman of the Wash- 
ington-area bond drive, presided. 

It was announced that Israeli 
Prime Minister David Ben Gurion 
will speak at a dinner for bond 
buyers in Washington on May 8.

| ‘Oliver Twist’ Showing 
" Not To Be Sidetracked 


NEW YORK—The possibility 
that “Oliver Twist” may not be 
filmed at all in the U.S. follow- 
ing purchase by United Artists 
of Eagle-Lion, distributors of the 
controversial movie, was dis- 
sipated here this week. 

A spokesman for United-Art- 
ists had told The Post. that no 
decision on the policy in con- 
nection with “Oliver Twist” had 
been reached. Leonard Lyons, 
newspaper columnist,- reported 
however that “the sale... pro- 
bably will end the distribution 
plans of the movie.” 

The first showing scheduled 
for April 26 in Houston, Tex., was 
to have taken place as planned. 








Competition In Open 


NEW YORK-—-Rumblings of the competition between the Uni- 
ted Jewish Appeal and the sale of Israel Independence Bonds broke 
into the open this week with the issuance of a statement by Abba 
Eban supporting the primacy of the UJA. 

In an official statement defining the relationship between the 
UJA and the bond sale, Israel’s Ambassador to the United States, 
declared that the Government of the State of Israel does not want 
anyone to divert money for the purchase of bonds which should 
be contributed to community campaigns on behalf of the UJA, 

Eban whose statement was made public by the United Jewish 
Appeal, emphasized that “It must be made clear that any purchase 
of Israel bonds at the expense of a contribution to the United 
Jewish Appeal is not a service to Israel.” 


EARLY DRIVES LAGGING IN LATER STAGES 


The clarification may have been issued because many drives 
which started out with large increases over 1950’s contributions 


ran into difficulties in their later stages. Whether UJA officiais 
blamed this on the bond sale was not learned. 
This view seemed to be supported by a statement issued by 


Dr. Joseph J. Schwartz, UJA executive vice chairman. 

Mr. Schwartz indicated that he would withhold judgement on 
the outcome of the drives until “the response of persons who have 
not yet made their contributions” are in. 


Another area of conflict with the bond dvive seemed to be 
developing over timing. 
Mr. Schwartz in his statement said that “1,100 local drives will 


be under way by the second week in May.” This is two weeks after 
the scheduled opening of the bond drive, set for May 


DEPENDS ON NEXT FIVE WEEKS 
“I think the next five weeks are going to spell out whether 
the funds that are needed so much are going to be made available, 


or whether we have merely had a good start to just ‘another’ 
eampaign,” he added. 


Mr. Eban’s statement in full reads: 


“I find that some confusion exists concerning the relationshi 
between the forthcoming Israel Bond campaign and the currem 
United Jewish Appeal campaign. It must be made clear that any 
purchase of Israel Bonds at the expense of a contribution to the 
United Jewish Appeal is not a service to Israel. It is not the 
purpose of the Bonds Issue to divert gift dollars to the Bond Issue, 
but to create resources over and above and beyond gift money. 


“The free dollars supplied by the UJA are required to mest 
immediate needs for immigration, rehabilitation and initial integra- 
tion. Investment dollars resulting from Bond purchases are to be 
used for the economic development of the country. Bond dollars 


must be so invested as to provide a return, with interest, to the 
purchaser. 
“The Government: of Israel does not want anyone to take 


money which should go to UJA and buy Bonds with it instead. 
Israel’s interests, and the interests of Jews throughout the wor!d 
will best be served if American Jewry contributes greater sums 
than ever before to the United Jewish Appeal and also invests the 
maximum possible amount in Israel through the purchase of 


Bonds. This means that those who have Israel’s welfare at heart 
will both work for a substantial increase of UJA receipts and 
give their active encouragement to the Bond Drive.” 


COUNCIL CAUTIONS ON UNILATERAL ACTION 


The current issue of The Jewish Community, organ of the 
Council of Jewish Federations and Welfare Funds, in discussing 
coordination between the bond drive and the UJA cautioned that 
“in all phases, coordination is intended as a two-way process, not 
unilateral action by any one agency.” It is generally known that 
the CJFWF has resisted efforts of the AFDC to get into full-scale 
ni ssiainhenans until the Spring UJA drives are over.

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‘Slander Against Jews Spread 


By Old ADL Strategy Says Official 


OMAHA—An admission that 
the tactics it formerly employ- 
ed helped to “spread slanders” 
against Jews, was made here 
py a prominent official of the 
anti-Defamation League of the 
B'nai Brith. 

Oscar Cohen, National Com- 

munity Service Director of the 
IDL. made the startling state- 
ment in a talk here, according 
to The Jewish Press. 

The paper quoted Cohen as 
saying that “during the 1930s 
we tried to deny the accusations 
We 

t out all kinds of statistics to 
prove that their lies were false. 
All we did was spread the slan- 
ders.” 

Cohen declared that the ADL 
has changed its approach. 
“Now we don’t defend  our- 
selves against attacks of that 
kind. We take the offensive,

He added that where human 
beings need an _ outlet, it can 
just as easily be found in op- 
posing evil rather than practicing 
it. 

“Don’t think that people gen- 
erally like to practice discrimin- 
ation,” he declared.

Cohen said that “members of 
Anti-Defamation League boards 
in some southern cities,” had 
been “unenthusiastic about dis- 
crimination against Negroes.” 

“In the last ten years an amaz- 
ing amount of progress has been 
made,” Cohen stated. 

“The Klan is no longer ac- 
cepted in the south, There are 
anti-Klan ordinances in over 50 
cities. Newspapers are increas- 
ingly putting “Mr.” in front of 
the names of Negroes, and are 
stopping the practice of race- 
labelling”.

Blaustein Sees Truman 


To Push For Israel Aid 


WASHINGTON—(NJP)—Just what Jacob Blaustein and 
President Truman discussed on the visit last week of the 
president of the American Jewish Committee to the White 
House was not made public, but informed persons indicated 
that the two discussed the $150,000,000 grant-in-aid to Israel 
among other subjects. 

Mr. Blaustein, who is one of the few big industrialists 
to have supported Mr. Truman in his last election campaign, 
said they discussed the relationship of Israel to the United 
States. 

He stated that he did not feel free to give particulars of 
the other matters discussed. 











New Explosion Seen 
Over Women’s Bill 


JERUSALEM—A new world-wide storm of protest is expected 
to be aroused when the bill to grant equal rights to women is in- 
troduced into the Knesset by the Government. 

In its present proposed form the bill has three stipulations 
which contravene accepted Orthodox practice.

In Israel Quadrupled 


TEL AVIV—The rate of indust- 
rial accidents in Israel has quad- 
rupled in the past three years. 

Statistics which take into ac- 
count the industrial expansion 
during the same period, show 
18,000 accidents and 45 deaths in 
1950. This compared with 4,562 
accidents and 24 deaths in 1948, 
and 9,600 accidents and 34 deaths 
in 1949. 

Negligence was blamed _ for 
two-thirds of the accidents. Other 
causes were listed as employment 
of inexperienced immigrants and 
crowding in rapidly expanding 
enterprises. 

A “work Safety Month” will be 
proclaimed soon, following re- 
gional conference of _ safety 
supervisors now taking place in 
factories.

INTERESTING PASSOVER SIDELIGHTS 
REVEAL HOLIDAY'S HISTORY, ORIGIN 


OME OF THE developments which have taken place in the 
% celebration of Passover during the course of its long history 
are described for us by a specialist in Near Eastern archaeology, 
Theodore Herzl Gaster, professor of compara- 
tive religion at Dropsie College, in his little 
yolume written in 1949: “Passover; Its History 
and Traditions.” 

Bear in mind that Passover was one of the 
festivals observed back in Biblical days when 
Israel flourished as a nation. Then skip over to 
medieval times to sit in on a seder. Professor 
Gaster lists, among some of the lesser known 
songs connected with the seder, one found 
in a prayerbook of medieval Spain which re- 
yeals the mood of their observance, “clouded” 
according to the professor with “sadness”, 

In Egypt, when they held the feast 
They were redeem’d and free 

But we who keep it here, O Lord 
Are bowed ‘neath tyranny... 

In Egypt when they held the feast 
Thy hand was bared to save; 

But we-we cower and we cringe 
Beneath Thy fury’s wave. . 

The opening the door for Elijah, during those times of op- 
pression, Professor Gaster tells us, also helped to show the Chrisi- 
ians the complete innocence of the proceedings, in answer to the 
“infamous libel that they used Christian blood for ritual purposes.” 

* * * 

EXAMINING THE DEVELOPMENT in the Four Questions 
asked by the young child, the Professor explains that originally 
only three questions were asked, the third being, “Why on other 
nights can we eat meat boiled, roasted or stewed, but on this 
night only roasted?” This had to do with preparing the paschal 
lamb. “When, howver, the Temple was destroyed and sacrifices 
ceased, it lost all meaning and was dropped. The question on 
Jeaning at meals was a later addition, because the Jews learned 
this custom only when they came into contact with the Romans. 
The question of the two-fold dipping is altogether obscure and it 
is significant that no answer is given to it. In all probability it 
refers to some feature of the earlier ceremony which later fell 
into disuse.” : 

The practice of the “afikoman” turns out to be based on a mis- 
taken translation of a Greek word. Professor Gaster tells us that 
the Mishnah says: ‘Men should not leave the meal to go revelling’, 
using the Greek word ‘epikomioi’. Instead it was interpreted as 
the Greek ‘epikomion’ or ‘dessert’ and rendered ‘Men should not 
omit afikoman after the meal.’ Afikoman thus came to mean the 
concluding consumption of matzah, 


x * * 

LOOKING ALL THE WAY BACK to the time of the Exodus, 
Professor Gaster concludes that while new meaning was infused 
into the festival at that time, Passover as such was already in 
existence before that event. 

“The Bible’, writes Professor Gaster, “itself implies as much. 
For what it tells is not how the festival began but how it ea.ne 
to be preserved.” 

Professor Gaster gives us a three-fold purpose for the original 
existence of the feast. It was an annual custom among pvximitive 
people for the family or clan to sit down together to a common 
meal to strengthen ties of kinship or alliance. Then too, at that 
meal, “because the family consisted not only of its human mem- 
bers but also of its god”, it was a ceremony reminding their 
god of his “obligations of kinship.” And finally, the rites were 
“an elaborate magical procedure designed to avert evil and mis- 
fortune” during the coming year. 


x * * 

IN THE APRIL 16 ISSUE of Congress weekly Harold Ribalow 
reminiscences back to’ the last war when he and a few Jewish 
GI buddies came together with about 100 other Jewish peopie who 
were in Ceylon India (from England, Canada, Palestine and Amer- 
ica) for a makeshift Seder, at which even the Rabbi failed to ar- 
rive because of a threatened monsoon, 

“What was most apparent,” he recalls, “was the warmth 
throughout the hall, the feeling which is best described.as ‘haim- 
ish.’ It is true that as it turned out this Seder was not celebrated 
as a religious festival. But it was a demonstration of clannishness, 
an opportunity for kin to huddle together in a strange and distant 
enviroment. Everyone in that hall felt that he was a friend... 
All were, in a deep sense, brothers.” 

Mr. Ribalow probably doesn’t realize how ciose he comes to 
approximating the original purpose of the Seder.

PILLAFI (RICE WITH MUSHROOMS) 

This Grecian dish; Pillafi (Rice with Mushrooms), has “meaty 
flavor” although no meat is required for the making. 
1 pound mushrooms % cup oil 
1 medium sized onion, chopped 1 tablespoon butter 
1 green pepper, chopped Salt and pepper 
Few sprigs parsley, chopped 1 cup rice (uncooked 
cup canned tomatoes 1 cup water 
1 tablespoon tomato paste 

Cut the mushrooms into small pieces with a silver knife. Add 
the onion, green pepper, parsley, tomatoes, tomato paste, oil, but 
ter, salt and pepper. Place on low heat; in about 10 minutes add 
the rice and the water. Cook 20 minutes in all. Add hot water, a 
little at a time, as needed, if the mixture gets too dry; but when 
the rice is tender, the liquid should all be absorbed. Yield: 4 to 6 
servings. Watch carefully to keep from burning. We found that 
if a lid is put on the skillet during part of the cooking time, the 
rice cooks more quickly and is in less danger of sticking. If you 
buy rice in unprotected cloth bags, rice must be washed. Clean

Remove the lid, 
permit the rice to steam dry to the desired consistency and the 
grains will be separate and fluffy. Never stir rice; lift rice gently 
with a fork.

It may be true that this return towards 
more traditional Judaism is for some rabbis 
the “easiest way out,” but that does not mean 
therefore that there is involved any sacrifice 
whatsoever of “intellectual integrity and the 
pursuit of spiritual truth” as he puts it.

Why couldn’t it be that the rabbis have 
found that the classical type of Reform was 
made only for those who live in a rarified 
intellectual atmosphere and was meaningless 
for the average Jew. 

Life cannot thrive without some pageantry, 
and its share of symbolism and tradition and 
ritual. 


F CONFESSIONS is good for the soul, then 
the admission of Oscar Cohen, of the Anti- 
Defamation League of B’nai B’rith, that the 
tactics of his agency in the 1930s increased 
rather than diminished anti-Semitism, should 
be valuable for more than one standpoint.

We are today a 
part of the American scene, rooted in its soul 
and soil. For the overwhelming majority of 
us, America will remain our homeland. Here 
we shall live.

Here we shall preserve Torah. Here we shall 
bear witness to the one God and to our uni- 
versal tradition. And here too, we must practice 
our universal principles. 

“I look forward to the time when American 
Jewish youth, happy in their Judaism, sus- 
tained by its prophetic ideals, will gladly serve, 
in their leisure time, people in our country who 
need aid, irrespective or national origin, creed 
or color. Rendering such service our youth will 
gain a deeper appreciation of their faith. Their 
souls will sing a new song and from their 
hearts the last vestiges of clannishness will 
disappear. They will be obeying the one God 
in the service of the one humanity.” 


Can't Agree With Rabbi Essrig's Criticism 


To believe that life could be lived on a 
purely intellectual basis, was the mistake that 
early Reformers made. The day may come 
when some such formula purified of its ritual- 
istic accountrements may be possible of suc 
cessful implementation, but that day is defin- 
itely not the twentieth century. 

If the Reform Rabbis discovered this fact 
either by deduction or by sensing the inade- 
quacy of Reform, that is not to their discredit 
but rather in their favor. 

There will always be men of great intelli- 
gence who will provide the deep insights and 
the general direction for Judaism. No amount 
of ritual will swerve these intellects from 
their great purpose continuing the develop- 
ment of Judaism.

“corrupted” by asking for meaningful cere- 
monials and symbolic ritual.

ducing records of Jewish participation which 
soon draw dust on shelves of predominantly 
Jewish libraries. 


The period of public protestation was a stage 
the ADL had to go through, and its lesson 
has been learned. By now the literature and 
studies on hate are numerous and incisive and 
the same agency whose tactics were ineffective 
twenty years ago today may be achieving many 
of its aims. 


Yet the caution must be cited that even 
today our tactics may be wasted, and harm- 
ful. That is why the present investigation of 
the effectiveness of the programs of the Jew- 
ish agencies in the field of civic defense is 
extremely important. 


Biltmore Program? 


“In 1942 David Ben-Gurion fostered the Bilt- 
more program—named for the New York hotel 
which saw its adoption—which reaffirmed the 
principles of the Balfour declaration, called 
for the abolition of the White Paper and the 
establishment of a Jewish Commonwealth in 
Palestine. The Biltmore program, which men- 
tioned for the first time in Zionist history 
the term ‘commonwealth’ instead of the more 
ambiguous designation ‘Jewish National Home’ 
represented a major step forward in the clari- 
fication of Zionist objectives.”

A CHICAGO RABBI has been 
toying with the idea of setting 
up a cooperative Jewish butcher 
shop, and asks me if I will an- 
nounce it here so that a kosher 
butcher who is interested will 
get in touch with him. He doesn’t 
want his name used at present, 
and any applications will be con- 
sidered by a committee in Chi- 
cago for that purpose. 

“Because of the exploitation.by 
kosher butchers,” he writes, “of 
women who desire to keep 
kosher, I have been toying for a 
number of years with the idea 
of opening up a _ cooperative 
butcher shop. Through this de- 
vice, I would attempt to reduce 
the cost of kosher meat to the 
level where it would not exceed 
by more than 10 per cent the 
cost of kosher meat. 

“The difficulty in the pian is 
getting a reliable kosher butcher, 
not the meat, nor the members 
in the cooperative, nor the place 
or equipment.”

Up at 6:30 or 7 a.m. every 
day and with meetings (not 
cards) but Hadassah, Sisterhood, 
Council, United Jewish Appeal, 
ete. driving your children to and 
from Hebrew School and to some 
of who live three or four miles 
from a synagogue—well, your 
Strength gives out. 

What our young mother said is 
something that some of us have 
felt for a long time. That éo0 
much effort is being expended on 
the activities which are more or 
less the periphery of Jewish life, 
that the core—the synagogue— 
gets neglected.

Israel Upped Morale 
Declares Larry Adler

I THINK AS I PLEASE 


HE OBSERVES ANTI-ZIONISTS; NOT 
ALL PRECONCEIVED BELIEFS VERIFIED

AST WEEK I had the unusual, though I would not say thrij. 

ing experience of “covering” the annual conference of the 
American Council for Judaism in Chicago. As one who had reag 
Council literature extensively and had written in opposition to its 
anti-Zionist program fairly often, I desired to 
see the Council in action, hear its speakers ang 
talk to its members, 

I had no wish to come as a spy, forced to 
sulk around the back corridors, and so I wrote 
to the Council asking for permission to come 
aS a newspaperman. In reply, I was assured 
that all privileges and courtesies of the press 
would be extended to me, though I would not 
be permitted to attend “executive sessions” 
from which the press and public were excluded, 

CARL ALPERT This sounded fair enough, and I can report 
that the staff and officers of the Council, fully aware of my 
antagonistic viewpoint, were courteous and helpful. The joker, 
though, was that every session at which any business was con. 
ducted, or where any discussion from the floor took place, was 
considered “executive.” Listening to prepared speeches at open 
meetings hardly constituted “coverage” in the accepted sense. In 
this respect, I believe, the Council for Judaism is the only Jewish 
organization (pardon me, organization of Jews) in this country 
which conducts a secret convention. The executive sessions from 
which the press is barred are rare indeed at other national bodies— 
and certainly are not extended to the complete business of the 
conventions. 





a 
NEVERTHELESS, by mingling with the Council members in 
the lobby, by conversing with them in the anterooms, by dining 
with them, I was enabled to gain an insight into the mentality 
and operations of this strange, self-abnegating group. 


At the very outset I was struck by the intensity of purpose 
which characterized the thinking and action of the more active 
members. There was a sincerity, an earnestness, a zeal amounting 
to fanaticism which spoke well for the moral integrity of these 
men. They were not intentionally deluding themselves; they knew 
what they wanted and what they stood for. They know that they 
espouse an unpopular cause, and many have lost friends and ac. 
quaintances as a result. There were others, of course, who knew 
little of what it was all about, and who looked up the Council 
merely as an organization of the “right kind” of people in a 
social sense. 

One is struck by the fact that Council members seem to con- 
stitute a clannish and “exclusive” little group of people who place 
high value on social prestige and the little amenities. It is para- 
doxical that while their program stresses the universality of 
Judaism and the brotherhood of man, they appear to have set 
themselves apart as a superoir and different group. While admon- 
ishing Zionists for what they term “segregation” of Jews in 
America, they in turn practice a snobbish kind of segregation of 
their own. 
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night. When the infiltrees real- 
ized that the guards of Israel 
neither sleep nor slumber, they 
tried to make a hasty retreat. 
But their contraband-laden cara- 
van of asses was moving too 
Stowly and the smugglers, decid- 
ing that discretion was the better 
part of valor, deserted their cara- 
van and ran for hiding. In the 
meantime Israel policemen seized 


able as was the cargo, the Israel 
border guard began bending all 
its efforts toward locating the 
smuggler’s hiding place and ap- 
prehending the culprits.

SIMILARLY, WHILE they vigorously oppose any sectarian 
Jewish organization as separatism from the main stream of Amer- 
ican life, they are occupied with the building of their own Council 
and its regional offices and local branches, oblivious of the fact that 
they are thereby violating one of their cardinal principles. It can 
hardly be said that they are a religious organization for the only 
religious service which they conducted at the conference, at a 
time when there were no distractions or competitive events, drew 
an attendance of less than half the delegates. 

Zionists have made a mistake in calling these people assimila- 
tionists, I believe, at least in the sense that they consciously desire 
assimilation. One may believe that the program they are following 
will eventually lead to abandonment of Judaism, but that is de- 
finitely not their intention. They want to be Jews, but on their own 
terms and according to their own definition of what constitutes a 
Jew,

IT IS FUTILE TO argue with the hard core of Council mem- 
bership as represented at the conference. They are impervious to 
reasonable argument because much of their motivation is emo- 





tional. As well argue with an orthodox Jew in terms of reason 
alone. This does not mean that the Council is impregnable, how- 
ever. There are groups in the Council who differ in degree and 
in motivation, and they are held together only by a certain amount 
of common ground. Elmer Berger took cognizance of the fact that 
the Council is still, in effect, a coalition. As is well known, there 
have been many defections from their ranks—and some who were 
delegates to the last annual conference have since withdrawn from 
membership. I venture to say that some faces seen at Chicago 
will not again appear at a Council meeting.

ate Journal; Charges Hurled

NEW YORK—Amidst a series of charges and counter-charges 
among the ownership, a drive was launched for $50,000 to reopen 
the closed Jewish Morning Journal, Yiddish daily. 

The Yiddish Writers Union named three committees to raise 
half the sum, while the ‘sypanetiets Union set out to raise an 


equal amount. 

A spokesman for the Journal 
said the money had to be raised 
shortly, or “it will be too late.” 

The charges ran the gamut of 
incompetent management, un- 
reasonable demands by the em- 
ployees and the community to 
outright “strangling.” 

Blames Incompetency 

David L. Meckler, Journal edi- 
tor, disclosed that the paper 
closed because of ‘“Mismanage- 
ment of Funds.” He quickly 
pointed out that he meant “In- 
competent Management,” not 
willful mismanagement. 

According to Meckler the stock 
is held by Rabbi Bernard Berg- 
man, Rabbi Solomon Reichman 
and Harvey L. Schwamm, a 
banker. Before Schwamm, the 
stock was owned by Arthur 
Jacobs, whose father-in-law owns 
the Day. Bergman told The Post 
he owns 342%, Reichman a little 
more and Schwamm 90%. 

If the owners had consulted 
“People with Experiece” in the 
business end of putting out a 
paper “this would not have hap- 
pened,” Meckler said, ‘ referriing 
to the Journal’s shutdown. 

Meckler confirmed rumors that 
the Journal published more ads 
than the other two Yiddish 
dailies. The paper could support 
itself, he stated. 

Mortgage Holder Didn’t Forechose 

Last week a writers union 
spokesman charged that some- 
one was trying to strangle the 
paper. 

It was learned that the former 
owner of the Journal, Mr. Jacobs, 
hokds a mortgage on the paper 
by virtue of the owners’ debt 
to him. Meckler defended Jacobs’ 
right to expect mortgage pay- 
ments. He Geclared that proof 
that Jacobs’ did not desire to 
strangle the paper lies 1 the fact 
that he: wasn’t seeking to fore- 
close. 

Schwamm told The Post that 
he had resigned as chairman of 
the board before the paper shut 
down because of the ‘“unreason- 
able attitude, demands and lack 
of sincerity of the employees and 
the community.”

FUND REDUCTION SHUTS 
FIRST JEWISH AGENCY 


NEW YORK—tThe first major impact of the reduction of funds 
for domestic Jewish causes has been the closing of the Training 
Bureau for Jewish Communal Service. 

The school, which imparted Jewish backgrounds to communal 
workers, closed its doors after three years of successful operation 


because it could not meet ex- 
penses. 

The school’s annual budget was 
only $100,000, George Rabinoff, 
head of the Bureau stated. 

The school received support 
from local communities and from 
national Jewish organizations. 
The squeeze was first felt about 
a year ago when the national 
agencies, blaming declining in- 
comes, began to cut their alloca- 
tions to the Bureau. 

The UJA dropped its annual 
$10,000 appropriation and accord- 
ing to Nathan Ziprin, editor of 
the Seven Arts Feature Service, 
Henry Montor when he was head 
of the UJA last year, refused to 
“consider this comparatively 
small appropriation,” despite re- 
peated protests made to him. 

Ziprin said that overtures have 
been made to Brandeis University 
to absorb the school, but no ar- 
rangements were completed at 
least for the present.
